Sandy Hook incident 
prompts safety walk 
through in schools

While families from Sandy Hook Elementary 
School continue to bury their young loved ones the 
Fulton County Board of Education has school safety 
here in Fulton County on their minds. Superintendent 
Dennis Bledsoe provided the board on Thursday, 
Dec. 20 during the monthly meeting with a time line 
of his actions when he heard the news of Friday, Dec. 
14 in Newtown, Conn. 

“I wondered if all our doors were locked,” he said. 
“So I went to check it out. Dale Jackson and I also 
performed a walk through of the schools to see if 
there were any changes we needed to make.” During 
the safety walk a couple of potential areas of concern 
were noticed and are already being addressed. 

Supt. Bledsoe also submitted a Fetter to the Editor 
in the Hickman Courier addressing the community 
about the district’s current safety procedures. 

“First and foremost I talked to the teachers about 
how Monday (Dec. 17) should start out following an 
incident such as this,” continued Supt. Bledsoe. 

Next on his mind was metal detectors, security, and 
the possible need for a school resource officer. “We 
are also working in conjunction with the Hickman

Proponents of gun control have picked up 
momentum following the recent school shootings at 
Sandy Hook elementary school in Connecticut. 

President Barack Obama has said that in the 
upcoming weeks he will use whatever power in his 
control to prevent any more tragedies such as what 
happened at Sandy Hook. 

According to a CBS news poll fewer than 42 percent 
think stricter gun control laws would have prevented 
the tragedy at Sandy Hook. 

Gun control laws follow distinct party lines with 
more Democrats asking for tighter gun control laws 
while most Republicans remain silent on that issue, 
the poll indicates. 

Support for stricter gun control laws is highest in the 
Northeast (66 percent), the poll indicates, while those 
who live in the Midwest and South are less likely to 
favor tougher gun control laws. 

CNN reported that on the heels of the Sandy Hook 
massacre, several lawmakers have promised to

2 pkg. 24 count dinner rolls 
8 oz. sliced ham 
2 pkg. 6 oz. pkg. swiss cheese 
1/2 cup melted butter 
1 1/2 Tbl. poppy seed (can use less) 


1 1/2 tsp. Worcestershire sauce 
1 1/21. prepared mustard 

1 tsp. onion flakes 

2 Tbls. sesame seeds (can use less) 


Cut entire package of dinner rolls in half, leaving lower half 
in the aluminum pan. Layer ham and cheese on bottom portion 
of rolls. Place the top half on ham and cheese to form large 
sandwich. Mix melted butter, poppy seeds, Worcestershire 
sauce, mustard and onion flakes together. Pour this mixture 
over your large sandwich in pan. Chill overnight or until 
margarine is firm. Sprinkle with sesame seeds. Bake uncov¬ 
ered for 20 minutes at 350 degrees or until heated throughout. 
Cut into individual sandwiches.

1/4 cup all-purpose flour 
1/8 tsp. salt 
1/8 tsp white pepper 
1 cup milk 

1/4 cup Parmesan cheese 


3/4 cup sharp shredded cheddar 
4 slices toasted bread 
Sliced Turkey 
1/8 tsp. paprika 
4 slices tomatoes 
4 slices bacon, cooked 


In a medium saucepan over low heat, melt butter. 

Blend in flour; stirring until smooth. Stir in salt and pepper. 

Gradually add milk. Continue cooking, stirring constantly until 
smooth and thickened. 

Add grated cheeses; simmer for about 8 minutes. Sauce will be 
quite thick. 

Arrange 2 slices of toast on each of 2 ovenproof plates. 

Top each slice of toast with turkey slices, cover with sauce, then 
sprinkle with a little paprika.

introduce or reintroduce gun 
control legislation, ranging from 
a reinstatement of a federal ban 
on assault weapons to banning 
the sale of high-capacity 
magazines. 

Friday (Dec. 14), just after 
the shooting, White House 
spokesman Jay Carney said 
President Obama was willing to 
consider reinstating the assault 
weapons ban that expired in 
2004. 

CNN said that on Monday, 
the White House inched closer 
to addressing what Carney 
called a complex problem. And 
Tuesday afternoon (Dec. 18), 
Carney said the president now 
supports Sen. Diane Feinstein’s 
intended effort to reinstate the 
assault weapons ban. 

How do readers of the local 
newspaper feel? There were 
several comments posted 
on The Hickman Courier’s 
official Facebook page by 18 
individuals. 

Many of those 18 who 
commented believe that the gun 
is a tool and the gun shouldn’t 
be blamed. “Blame the one 
that pulled the trigger,” said 
David Weatherly of Hickman, 
“Restricting gun ownership 
for law abiding citizens will in 
no way diminish a sociopaths 
ability to acquire a firearm.” 

There are a few who agree 
with a ban on assault rifles, 
like Emily McMahon. “I see no 
reason for someone to own an 
AR 15,” she said. 

Others retorted by stating their 
interpretation of the Second 
Amendment is there to allow 
people to overthrow a tyrannical 
government. Andy Lucy believes 
if you ban automatic weapons 
“you are denying Americans 
their institutional right to be as 
well armed as the military.” 

A few would like to see a ban 
on violent games and movies, 
like Gloria Choate, Sarah 
Hinson and Sherry Pitzer. Pitzer 
would also like the government 
to provide more help for 
mental illness. “Any time 
there are budget cuts, mental 
health is one of the first places 
funds are cut,” noted Hinson. 
“Hickman County no longer has 
Centerstone because of budget 
cuts.” 

Many pointed out other acts 
of violence committed on U.S. 
soil that did not involve a gun 
like the terrorist attack on 
911 were committed by men 
intent of killing Amercians 
with box blades and airplanes, 
pointed out by Michael Powers. 
Powers also mentions Timothy 
McVeigh killing 169 Americans 
(including 19 children) using 
fertilizer, some fuel and rental 
trucks. 

Powers believes that this 
country needs to wake up and 
realize that there are people

who are capable of committing 
these horrible acts, prepare 
ourselves... .yes, by arming 
ourselves, and reducing the 
restrictions on the ability of 
law abiding citizens to defend 
themselves.

To utilize their new texting 
service, you will need to com¬ 
plete a short registration pro¬ 
cess. Your cell phone number 
must also be on file at HFRECC 
for the registration process to 
be completed successfully. If 
you have not provided your cell 
phone number to HFRECC in 
the past, please contact us at 
(800) 633-1391 to do so. 

Sign Up Now! 

The sign-up process to text 
reports of power outages to 
HFRECC is easy. Note, how¬ 
ever, that your cell phone plan’s 
standard text messaging and 
data rates apply. To sign up, all 
you need is a computer and a cell 
phone to follow these steps: 

• Visit www.hfrecc.com to ac¬ 
cess the Member Login page; 

• On the Member Login page, 
enter your e-mail address and a 
password and click on the Reg¬ 
ister button; 

• Read and accept the Web 
site’s terms and conditions; and 

• On the Account Verifica¬ 
tion page, enter your cell phone 
number and click the Submit 
button. 

After doing so, a text will 
be sent to your cell phone re¬ 
vealing an account verification 
code. Enter the verification code 
in the applicable Web page field 
and click the Submit button. To 
confirm successful completion 
of registration process, you will 
receive a text message thanking 
you for joining the outage tex¬ 
ting service. If HFRECC does 
not have your cell phone num¬ 
ber on file, you will receive a 
message to contact us to provide 
the number. 

You will then be directed 
to a screen listing the account 
number(s) associated with your 
cell phone number. On this 
screen, you’ll find the number 
to which outages should be 
texted. Make sure to add this 
number to your cell phone’s 
contact list so it will be readily 
available when a power outage 
occurs. In the instance that you 
may have multiple accounts 
with HFRECC, you will be pro¬ 
vided with instructions on how 
to set up key word indicators for 
each account (i.e. home, well, 
cabin, garage, bam, etc.).

another six months we will 
have more money and we can 
purchase the bus out right.” 

“If we wait,” stated School 
Board member Lynn Grissom, 
“we are not following what we 
said we would do.” He said the 
board made a commitment to 
purchase a new bus every other 
year to keep the fleet in good 
shape. 


When Supt. Bledsoe explained 
that the bus is purchased through 
the state and it could take up 
to six months for the bus to be 
delivered and it wouldn’t have 
to be paid for until it arrived, 
the board agreed to make the 
purchase now. This will help 
avoid any potential increases 
there might be.

a normal with the drafts, “he 
added. “Change in the water 
levels has drastically altered the 
loading and unloading recently. 
We are back up to normal barge 
drafts for now.” Curlin added 
that river levels above 20 to 22 
feet puts them in better shape 
for operating in the harbor. 

Unfortunately future forecasts 
indicate that water levels could 
continue to remain low with 
the lack of rain predicted after 
the first of the year. “We will 
likely see low water levels in 
the spring,” added Curlin. This 
is not good news considering 
the fact that the Memphis port 
is the only Port in the Memphis 
District to receive funding for 
dredging in 2013. 

Right now the port is fortunate 
that the water flow in this area is 
generated mostly from the Ohio 
River. Water coming out of the 
Missouri River feeding into the 
Mississippi River is at 88,000 
cubic feet per second and 
other tributaries on the upper 
Mississippi contribute about 
121,100 cubic feet per second. 
“We have not been affected as 
much by the lack of flow from 
the Missouri River or the Upper 
Mississippi because we get 
most of our flow from the Ohio 
River and it is flowing at around 
281,000 cubic feet per second,” 
Curlin said. 

Continuing to look for ways 
to guarantee dredging funds 
will again be a focus of the 
port authority in 2013, Curlin 
traveled to several meetings 
during the last month including 
the Mississippi Valley Flood 
Control Association meeting in 
New Orleans. “The Mississippi 
Valley FloodControlAssociation 
did stress the importance of 
getting funding for dredging 
for the small harbors,” stated 
Curlin. 

Curlin also informed the board 
of leadership changes made 
during the Annual Meeting, Dr. 
Norma Jean Mattei, the interim 
Dean of Engineering at the 
University of New Orleans, will 
replace Clifford Smith on the 
Mississippi River Commission 
and Rob Rash, with the St. Francis 
Levee District of Arkansas, has 
been appointed to take over 
as executive vice president of 
the Mississippi Valley Flood 
Control Association for George 
Grugett, who will remain on the 
board as an advisory member. 
“Rob is a go getter and will do a 
great job,” added Curlin. 

Curlin reiterated the matching 
grant the port received for 
dock work that will provide 
better access to the barges, 
while making it safer and more 
convenient at the same time. 

The River Port Authority 
was informed that George A. 
Jones, Magistrate from District 
2, will replace Billy Nelms, Jr., 
Magistrate from District 1, as 
a board member representing 
the county by Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher. Mr. Jones will 
take over for Mr. Nelms starting 
in January of 2013. 

The Port is slated to meet 
again in regular session on 
Tuesday, Jan. 22 at 2 p.m.

• Send the message. 

For multiple accounts, key 
word indicators (e.g., home, 
garage, well, cabin, etc.) can be 
used in the outage report. For 
example, in the case of a power 
outage at your cabin, you would 
type “Outage Cabin.” If all your 
accounts are without power, you 
would type “Outage All.” 

Once the text is received and 
verified by HFRECC’s outage 
management system, you will 
receive an “Outage Reported 
Successfully” text message. 
And once the outage has been 
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restored, a text confirming the 
restoral will be sent to you. If 
you find you are still without 
power, it will direct you to call 
the cooperative with the contact 
number provided.
